Premier of Italy Leaving Congress on Internat­ 
ional Surgery When Woman Pushes to Front 
of Crowd, Points Revolver at Statesman and 
Pulls Trigger Mussolini Is Shot, Thru Nose.

LONDON, A pril 7.— New* th at Prem ier Musso­ 
lini of Italy had been shot and w ounded by a woman 
giving the nam e of Violet Gibson caused a sensation 
here.

ROME, April 7.— An attempt was made to assassinate 
Premier Mussolini today.. A woman fired a revolver point- 
blank at him, but he escaped with only a slight wound, 
being shot through the nose. 
The shooting occurred at 
l l :00 o’clock this morning while he was leaving a session 
of a congress on international surgery. 
A great crowd 
was around the entrance, cheering the Premier, when a 
woman pressed to the front and pointing a revolver di­ 
rectly at him, pulled the trigger. 
The woman was rescued 
from the crowd with great difficulty 
and rushed to the 
jail. 
Meanwhile, Mussolini, submitting to medical atten­ 
tion, maintained great composure. H e ordered that imme­ 
diate disposition be taken to preserve order and that no 
retributions be taken. 
8he woman gave her name to the 
police as Violet Gibson. 
She is 50 years old and a British 
subject.

Not only that but he could 
take his produce to market and 
haul the things he buys from the 
city to his horn** much more cheap­ 
ly than he could on the old dirt 
road.

A statement on this subject re 
leased recently by Edward Wood­ 
all, executive committee member 
of the association, states thut El­ 
lis county is typical of the South, 
and declares 
that 
farmers are 
reaping the rewards of “a cotton 
debauch”. 
Few H ogs In South. 
“The maximum 
annual 
pork 
production from the increase of 
this number of cows in Ellis coun­ 
ty will be sufficient for only one- 
seventh of its annual pork con­ 
sumption,” 
said 
Mr. 
Woodall’s 
statement. 
“ Ellis county is typi­ 
cal of all the agricultural counties 
in Texas rfnd the whole South. W'e 
have the smallest number of hogs 
in the South in 40 years 
and the 
whole nation has nine million few­ 
er cattle than in 1920, and more 
than half this shortage is in the 
South. 
‘I ain associated in the effort 
being made 
by the 
Texas Safe 
Farming Association. 
Its eoncep 
tion is that our agricultural status 
is so low that the farmer cannot 
cure his ills alone, that he must 
have the co-operation and sympa­ 
thy and contact of the business 
man. Business men of every char­ 
acter may seriously concern them­ 
selves in this agricultural crisis, 
for the farmer is our laagest single 
buying power and unless he can 
sell at a profit neither can he buy. 
If he cannot buy neither can those 
of the smaller 
towns and cities 
who are solely dependent on him, 
and finally it must 
reach 
our 
whole structure, 
Making Living Expense*. 
“Southern agriculture has lost 
its balance and forgotten the fun­ 
di mental reason for living on the 
farm, namely, to make a living. 
“ It is doubtful if we can rely 
on the drouth and the boll weevil 
offset our stupidity in planting 
all cotton, 
and 
every 
thinking 
business man now is seriously con­ 
cerned lest w'e make another large 


crop of cotton, which will sell far 
below the cost of production. 
If 
this misfortune ovei takes us and 
we have not raised our food and 
feed, our economic distress will he 
most pronounced.

“ Vs one 
travels

black land belt, or other sections, 
for that matter, lit* sees only «vi 
deuces of decay. 
He see* farms 
badly washed and clay spots crop­ 
ping out here and there 
He sees

or few at best, few milk cows, lit 
tie poultry, 
no 
young horses or 
mules, hut generally old ones. 
It 
is not a pleasant picture, by any 
means but the worst of all, an ap­ 
parently broken morale and gen­

indifference. 
It is the rude 
a wakening from an attitude of in­ 
difference, 
waste and extrava 
gance. 
It is at least close akin to 
laziness and certainly has been the 
result of indifference, as much on 
the part of the business commu­ 
nity as the farmer himself. There 
is a remedy for everything. In thus 
situation it is to be found in educa­ 
tion, sympathy, contact, and co­ 
operation. 
Im porting Feed. 
“Of course the major results 
must come from the effort* of 
local -business in contact with the 
farmers and is it too much to hope 
that farming can be made a safe, 
sound and dependable 
business 
and free from the violent extremi s 
of price fluctuation? 
If so it will 
not likely raise an amount of cot­ 
ton that will sell below the cost of 
production.

South imported last year approx! 
niately a billion dollars’ worth of 
food and feed, and Texas $2(0,- 
000,000 worth. 
Can we keep this 
money at home to help rebuild our 
impoverished soil and lease as a 
heritage to our children a soil that 
will permit them to carry on? 
“It is a condition that demands 
the serious 
consideration of all 
classes of people, and that is the 
reason why the IOO business men 
in the association feel warranted 
in asking business men throughout 
Texas to donate $50,000 a year 
for five years
